TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please tour Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Paiiiament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
to Your Majesty the following Report of the proceedings and 
condition of the Queen’s College, Galway, for the Session 
1886-87 

In the returns, which are furnished every year in the Appendix 
to the Report, detailed information will be found of the condition 
and working of the College since it was opened for the reception 
of Students in 1849. In former Reports I have felt it within my 
province to refer to some additional topics which appeared to me 
to be of public interest and importance, as bearing on the history 
and progress of University Education in Ireland. It would 
partake too much of the character of formal repetition if I were 
again to recur to topics on which I do not feel possessed of the 
ability to add anything in the way of argument and illustration. 
The question of education in general, and, above all, of University 
education, has largely engaged public attention, and has been 
the theme of much discussion. It would be unbecoming in me 
to enter here into so large a controversy ; I have only to deal 
with the present and to refer to the past ; and in this retrospect 
I feel satisfaction in the reflection that the College can justly 
claim to have given an impulse to educational progress throuo-h- 
out the country, and more especially to have conferred substantial 
benefits on the youth of this remote and outlying province. It 
has been observed that the percentage of success has borne a 
remarkably high proportion to the number of the students. In 
the Report of the last Commission of Inquiry (that of 1884^ into 
the condition and worldng of the Queen’s Colleges, the Com- 
missioners, having given an enumeration of the practical results 
of the system of education maintained in the College, conclude 
with the following expression of opinion : — that it is “ a record 
to which any College would be entitled to point with legitimate 
gratification.” 

B 2 
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Refort of the President 

In the Eeports which I had the honour of submitting to Your 
Majesty up to the Session 1881-2, I was enabled to furnish 
returns which proved that the College was advancing at a slow 
but steady rate of progTession. In that Session the Students 
numbered 201. In the following Session the progress was 
arrested; and the College has not since regained the position 
which it had reached while working on its original foundation as 
a constituent member of the Queen’s University. In my last 
Report I traced this diminution of numbers to the sudden and 
unexpected change that had been made in educational policy. 
Other causes may have contributed to bring about the same 
result. The pecuniary pressure on that class of the community 
from which the College mainly derives its support— arising 
from the general depression in trade and agriculture — has, 
doubtless, not been without its effect; but the abrogation of 
the essential connexion that had always subsisted between 
the Queen’s University and the Queen’s Colleges could not 
fail to produce material results ; the decline is clearly assignable 
to external causes. In the consideration of this subject it 
should always be borne in mind that the Queen’s Uni- 
rmrsity and the Queen’s Colleges, though apparently distinct 
institutions, having separate Charters from the Crown, really 
formed but one organic wdiole. The Queen’s University was 
as much an integral part of the system of the Queen’s 
Colleges as the University of Dublin is of that of Trinity 
Colleo-e • and the same statement may be made of the relation- 
ship *°of the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge to their 
respective Colleges. 'The ministration and powers of the Queen’s 
University in relation to Academic degrees were confined to 
students educated in the three provincial Colleges. I wish parti- 
cularly to observe that I do not discuss the justice or the policy 
of such a restriction of University privileges in Ireland ; but 
every principle by its nature implies limitation, and I have 
merely directed attention to the principle of the system and the 
necessary eflects of its abolition on the condition of the College. 
In my Report for the Session 1881-2, I said : — “ Schools, Colleges, 
and Universities are but means to an end ; and that end cul- 
minates in wfhatever is the most successful method of diffusing 
sound education through the country.” No one will deny that 
it is a matter of supreme social importance, not merely as bearing 
on the material interests of the youthful student, but as tending 
to ensure for the benefit of the community the qualifications of 
learning, science, and professional ability, that the avenues to 
University training and emoluments should be thrown open 
wide and free to all. There is no country, I believe, in which 
the advantages of Academic education are more appreciated than 
in Ireland, or where they are more needed. I need scarcely 
add that the change in the position and relations of the Queen’s 
Colleges has nowise affected the duties and the tasks of the 
Teaching body of the College. While the Collegiate discipline 
of Lectures and instruction in common is not relaxed, the College 
has recognized facts as it has found them, and has adapted its 
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cun'iculum to meet the rules and requirements of the Royal 
University of Ireland. And it may be hoped that the thorough- 
ness of the intellectual training ■which the Collegiate system 
insures, 'vvill exhibit results that will ultimately secure for it even 
liivher appreciation, and enable it to keep pace with the growing 
educational demands of the country and the time. 

I have much pleasure in stating that the conduct of the 
Students during the last Session has fully justified the expres- 
sions of approval regarding them given in former Reports. 

The Library and Museums are in a satisfactory condition. 
The liberality of the Legislature has provided for their annual 
anomentation, and the Council and Professors employ with 
careful consideration the means placed at their disposal for 
maintaining their efficiency. Large additions have been made 
to the Natural History Museum, which may now be said to be in 
a perfect state of efficiency for teaching purposes. The apparatus 
for the illustration of the principles of Natural Philosophy, and 
the collections specially devoted to the studies of the Medical 
profession, are worthy of special notice. The rapid development 
of Medical Science, especially in the Biological department, 
demands constant enlargement and improvement of the scientific 
apparatus nece,ssary for the purposes of instruction; and I am 
enabled to state that the provisions for the study of Practical 
Physiology and Histology are fuUy commensurate with the 
growth and the practical importance of these sciences. I 
should add that the Council have largely extended the privileges 
of the Library to the people of Galway, -who highly appreciate 
the advantage ; indeed it may be said that in this College there 
have been founded for the entire western province pei-manent 
repositories of Literature, Science, and Art. 

Mr. Valentine Steinberger, Master of Arts of the Royal 
University of Ireland, has succeeded the late Dr. Geisler as Pro- 
fessor of Modern Languages in the College.
